I thought Mr. Higgins stated thc 


:asc bluntly — which is how it 
night to be stated when thc issue 
is a business risk. 


It appears that thc milling com- 


pany participates in the cost ot 
[ceding broilers, but the heaviest 
risk — building modern and effici-j 
ent poultry houses — has to be 
assumed locally. It runs into Im- 
portant figures. 


I gathered from the discussion 


at M r . H i g g i n s m e e U n g T u e d a y 
that a setup to handle 5,000 broilers 
might run around $5,000 for poultry 
house and equipment. XVith four 
crops the producer would turn out 
20,000 broilers a year, and he would 
be shooting for an average profit 
of 10 cents a bird — $2,000 annual 
profit. Even on a five-year house- 
financing program the producer 
would stand to wind up with only 
$1,000 or so ready cash per year, 
until the poultry plant was paid 
for and he might do no better 
than b'reak even on pocket-money 
until out of debt. 


That's something 
the farmers 


are going to have to decide for 
themselves. 
It involves risking 


some of their present property or 
resources in establishing credit to 
go into a new venture. 


I will say this, however: Few 


businesses arc established cither 
"in town or on the farm without 
risk and hardship. We never got 
a dime out pf Ihis^. new.sIJ3pPJ5',.thei. 
'first'seven yea*rs;*we had to im-' 
prove machinery, fight a depres- 
sion, buy a buiding. The owner is 
always at the tag-end of the pay- 
off line — and that's how it is 
with the farmer going into a new 
venture like broiler-raising ... it 
won't be any other way. 


But if this is the most favorable 


section of all for broiler-raising, 
as we are told it is, and a farmer 
decides for it, then hc ought to 
make a commitment big enough' 
to give him a chance to succeed. 
Then if he's a good manager hc 
should make thc grade — and if 
hc has the reputation of not being 
a good manager he won't get the 
credit in the first place. 


This is a rather 
embarrassing 


discussion for city folks, because 
half the townspeople of America 
think they know something about 
poultry — but are stricken dumb 


f .when it'comes to advising thc other 


fellow whether to risk big money 
on it. 


Tho broiler business is offered as 


an opportunity for the small farm- 
er who is turning away from row 
crops, I know Hope would like to 
help do something for the farm 
community — but this is a turn 
that is going to be called by thc 
farmer himself.
